14:15 says, “If ye love me keep my 
commandments.” Then Luke 24:49 
says, “And behold, I send the promise 
of my Father upon you: but tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be 
endued with power from on high.” 
Friend, Jesus told His disciples to re- 
main in Jerusalem and tarry for pow- 
er. Why? Because He knew that in 
themselves they had no power to exer- 
cise, either in preaching, praying for 
the sick, or any other such command, 
until they received it from on high. If 
they had to have the Holy Ghost in 
order to carry out the work of God, 
we are no better than they. We need 
the Holy Ghost today. Romans 14:17, 
18, “For the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink; but righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost.

Religious World Front 

The General Synod of the Church 

of England, in its Executive Council 
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recently held at Toronto, Ont., de- 
clared through its Council that “the 
only world worth building is a ‘Chris- 
tian world.’”

If the Church does not and if Hitler 
and his puppet, Mussolini, and even 
Uncle Joe Stalin do not allow place 
for God in world affairs, God w.ll 
stand up within His own right and 
leave this crowd of anti-God rulers on 
the outside of everything.

“White Paper” and the Jews 


This was issued in 1940 by the Brit- 
ish Government, under the terms of 
which 75,000 Jews would be allowed to 
enter Palestine during a period of five 
years, at the rate of 15,000 per year. 
But due to their awful sufferings in 
Europe, many refugees entered with- 
out visas. The Government is deduct- 
ing the total of these and the number 
who entered legally, which leaves visas 
for only about 29,000 more.

When heroic Gideon returned from 
his memorable triumph over the Mid- 


ianites he found the Ephraimites’ 


rather jealous and pouty, probably 
because they had not been honored by 
a consultation prior to the initiating 
of the campaign. Gideon’s diplomatic 
and tactful answer abated their 
anger and averted a rupture. But 
when they repeated their unjustifi- 
able and unethical tactics on Jeph- 
thah as he returned from his great 
victory, the inevitable break and bat- 
tle between the Ephraimites and the 
Gileadites ensued. In the resulting 
fray the Gileadites won and surround- 
ed and cornered the Ephraimites and 
took the passage of Jordan. When the 
jealous-hearted, defeated Ephraimites 
realized they had to pass the Gilead- 
ites in order to get across Jordan to 
their home, they resorted to camou- 
flage and strategy. By deception and 
pretension and hypocrisy they tried to 
pass for Gileadites, gain the passage 
of Jordan, and get home. But the wise 
Gileadites required them to pro- 
nounce the password “Shibboleth,” 
which means stream, rivers of water, 
typifying the Holy Spirit. But the 
Ephraimites were Ephraimites and not 
Gileadites. Therefore they did not 
have it in them to say “h,” hence they 
said “Sibboleth” instead of “Shibbo- 
leth.” They could dress like Gileadites 
and try to act and testify like Gilead- 
ites but when it came to saying “Shib- 
boleth,” which was the absolutely es- 
sential initial evidence and password 
for Jordan, they needed something. in- 
side which they did not have. So 42,- 
000 of them fell on the banks of Jor- 
dan, and failed to get home because 
they could not say “Shibboleth.”

People can dress, and try to act and 
testify like real blood-washed, blood- 
bought Church of God saints, but 
when it comes to saying that ecstatic, 
refreshing, edifying, genuine, heavenly 
language—“Shibboleth”—only the real 
indwelling, empowering Holy Ghost 
can utter the password. The real acid 
test of our profession or possession is 
not only the ability to say a good old- 
time, genuine, clear-cut Shibboleth in 
tongues, it is also the power to make 
such daily responses and reactions to 
practical trying-life situations as to 
demonstrate to all the world that it 
is not we that live but Christ who 
liveth in us; that it is not we that 
speak but the Holy Ghost who speak- 
eth in us. The people around us, as 
they observe us turning the other 
cheek, returning good for evil, loving 
our enemies, separating ourselves 
from everything unlike God, giving 
the heaped-together, running-over 
measure, and, like Abraham, prefer- 
ring our brother to ourselves, know 
very definitely whether we are saying 
Shibboleth or Sibboleth. Glory to God. 
Praise the Lord. 


Wnen the Holy Ghost comes and 
baptizes and takes possession and 
abides, He announces His coming and 
presence by speaking through the 
yielded vessel in ecstatic utterances, a 
heavenly language, known as other 
tongues. This is the Holy Ghost say- 
ing an eternal Shibboleth which no 
natural man can of himself or within 
himself ever frame to say. These ut- 
terances spoken by the Holy Ghost 
through sanctified vessels always have 
a supernatural, sacred genuineness 
that carries conviction to the hearts 
of the hearers. At Babel the tongues 
brought confusion, misunderstanding, 
separation. But at Pentecost the 
tongues brought universal understand- 
ing, harmony, and edification. When 
Peter and John laid hands upon the 
converts at Samaria and they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, old crafty Si- 
mon knew it was a genuine, heaven- 
sent power or he would not have of- 
fered good money which he so much 


loved for the blessing. And no one 
doubted that day down at the house 
of Cornelius when on the Gentiles was 
poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost; 
for they heard them speak with 
tongues and glorify God. Neither at 
Ephesus did anyone doubt the burn- 
ing supernatural reality; for when 
Paul had laid hands upon them, the 
Holy Ghost came on them, and they 
spoke with tongues and prophesied. 
When the Holy Ghost is present to 
speak, He is also present to bear all 
the fruits of the Spirit, and to shed

the love of God abroad in our en Je 4q

And it takes the real abiding Holy 
Ghost to bear the fruits of the Spirit. 
Men can make pretty artificial flo 
ers, but only God can make a flow 
that attracts bees, makes honey, and 
possesses the power and germ of re- 
production. Men can act religion, but 
only God can put the sweetness and 
love and power within that will bear 
the real fruit without. It is only He 
that can enable us not only to say 
it, but also to live it in such a way 
as to prove to the world that we have 
not “it” but Him; that we are not “it” 
but real humble, blood-bought, blood- 
washed children of God. 

Some years ago the walls of my 
study were decorated with credits, 
diplomas, and certificates from sev- 
eral colleges and universities. They 
represented labor, study, money, sleep- 
less nights and hard trials. I prized 
them. But when I received the en- 
lightening, guiding, edifying Holy 
Ghost, I counted all else as but filth. 
We can go to school and learn to speak 
Spanish or Latin, but when it comes 
to saying “Shibboleth” we must get 
on our Knees at the feet of the Master, 
make an absolute surrender, die out 
to self, and tarry until He baptizes 
with the Holy Ghost and fire.

There it was that I was gloriously 
saved. And there it was that God met 
me face to face and called me to the 
ministry as plainly as He called Moses.

We feel impressed to write on this 
very important subject of manifesta- 
tions, which has to do with the work 
and worship of the children of God. 
We have felt impressed to write on 
this because our people are so severely 
criticized on account of manifesta- 
tions. We will consider this subject in 
the light of the Scriptures, which is 
the only safe rule of conduct. 

“For God is not the author of con- 
fusion; but of peace, as in all the 
churches of the saints,” 1 Corinthians 
14:13. “Let all things be done decent- 
ly and in order,” V. 40. 

“In thee, O Lord, do I put my trust: 
let me never be put to confusion,” Psa. 
72:2. 

“Let mine adversaries be put to 
shame, and let them cover themselves 
with their own confusion, as with a 
mantle,” Psa. 109:29. 

These Scriptures teach us beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that confusion 
and disorder are not of God. But it 
seems that it is rather for the un- 
godly. 

One minister told us that the way 
we pray (in concert) was confusing 
to him. And a woman twitted us about 
the “outlandish way we prayed.” Also 
added to the concert praying, which 
sometimes is quite loud, are other 
things which are very disturbing to 
many people. 

Contrasted to this kind of worship 
we find quiet meetings which are car- 
ried out to a well-planned program. 
Everything seems to be in perfect 
order. Everything goes off like clock- 
work. And when the service is over 
people pass out quietly and go on 
their way. Many people who are used 
to these quiet, well-ordered services 
cannot understand our way of wor- 
ship. And it is for the benefit of hon- 
est-hearted people who want to know 
the truth that we have attempted this 
article. 

In the first, place, if one is to un- 
derstand God he must be saved. And 
when one is saved he is ready then to 
begin to learn of God and His ways. 


“But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him: neith- 
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Han ifes tations 


er can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned,” 1 Cor. 2:14. 

We will cite scriptures showing the 
workings of God, to some extent at 
least, in different dispensations. 

“And Abram fell on his face: and 
God talked with him, saying, As for 
me, behold, my covenant is with thee, 
and thou shalt be a father of many 
nations,” Gen. 17:3, 4. Here is this good 
man prostrate on the ground before 
God, while God talks to him. And no- 
tice that the promise that is made to 
him extends on down as long as time 
lasts. As to the goodness of Abram, 


‘notice Gal. 3:7, “Know ye therefore 


that they which are of faith, the same 
are the children of Abraham.” 

Notice now how God deals with a 
grandson of Abraham’s many years 
later. Genesis 32:24, “And Jacob was 
left alone, and there wrestled a man 
with him until the breaking of the 
day.” This contest between Jacob and 
the angel came at a time in his life 
when he needed God, and needed Him 
very much. We do not know how long 
the contest lasted, but it lasted until 
Jacob was willing to confess his name, 
which in reality was a confession of 
his past crooked life. It seems true 
that Jacob was alone with the angel, 
but it is also true that manifestations 
were in evidence. This is often the 
case when natural man is yielding up 
to the will of God. 

Let us notice Jeremiah, the weeping 
prophet, who preached to backslidden 
Israel for many years. If ever a man 
was faithful to his task, surely this 
man was. He continued year after 
year, warning Israel of coming judg- 
ment, enduring ridicule, scorn, insults, 
imprisonment, with no apparent suc- 
cess. “Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets: all my bones 
shake: I am like a drunken man and 
like a man whom wine hath overcome, 
because of the Lord and because of his 
holiness,” Jeremiah 23:9. 

Why is this good man of God shak- 
ing like a drunken man? Surely if God 
dealt in this way with good Brother 
Jeremiah, might He not deal with good 
people now in the same way? 

Let us notice Daniel, the youth who 
was carried away in captivity, and as 


far as we know died in captivity, but 
who remained faithful to God through 
it all. To him, in visions, God revealed 
some of the most marvelous things 
of which we have on record. “So he 
came near where I stood: and when he 
came near, I was afraid, and fell on 
my face: but he said unto me, Under- 
stand, O son of man: for at the time 
of the end shall be the vision. Now as 
he was speaking with me, I was in a 
deep sleep on my face toward the 
ground: but he touched me, and set 
me upright,” Daniel 8:17,18. “And I 
Daniel fainted, and was sick certain 
days,” V. 27. 

It is not uncommon for misguided 
preachers and other leaders to warn 
folks to stay away from our meetings. 
They say it is dangerous to attend, 
some evil may overtake them. But no- 
tice, Brother Daniel is sick and even 
fainting as God deals with him. We 
might say here that we have seen peo- 
ple get sick sometimes in our meetings, 
as God deals with them. 


Notice again Daniel 10:7-10, “And I 
Daniel alone saw the vision: for the 
men that were with me saw not the 
vision; but a great quaking fell upon 
them, so that they fled to hide them- 
selves. Therefore I was left alone, and 
saw this great vision, and there re- 
mained no strength in me. For my 
comliness was turned in me into cor- 
ruption, and I retained no strength. 
Yet I heard the voice of his words, 
and when I heard the voice of his 
words, then was I in a deep sleep on 
my face, and my face toward the 
ground. And behold a hand touched 
me, which set me upon my knees and 
upon the palms of my hands.” 

Now just what sort of a meeting 
would you call that? A part of them 
quaking and running away and one 
man there on his hands and knees. 
That would surely seem to be con- 
fusion and disorder to the extreme. 








But God was dealing with one of x@ ( 


most faithful men of which we have 
any record. 

We would like to cite two scriptures 
now which show how God may deal 
with the unsaved. Both of these in- 
stances are taken from the New Test- 
ament. First, John 18:6, “When there- 
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of the Spirit 


fore he said unto them, I am he, they 
went backward and fell to the 
ground.” Also in Acts 9:3,4, “And as 
he journeyed, it came to pass that he 
drew nigh unto Damascus: and sud- 
denly there shined round about him 
a light from heaven: and he fell upon 
the earth, and heard a voice saying 


DB him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 


thou me?” 
This first reference has to do with 
e mob which came into the garden 
@ ctisemane to take Jesus. We are 
ot told what after effect this had on 
any of them. As far as we know they 
went on in their own sinful way. The 
reference in Acts tells of proud Saul 
going to persecute the children of God. 
This was God’s way of dealing with 
Saul to bring him to the place of get- 
ting right with God. He afterward be- 
came a good man, and seems to have 
been the most zealous New Testament 
character in spreading the gospel. 
Let us notice one great meeting in 
Jerusalem when about one hundred 
twenty were gathered in obedience to 
Jesus’ command to tarry until they 
were endued with power from on 
high. This is the day when the be- 
lievers were baptized with the Holy 
Ghost: the great opening day of our 
dispensation, the Church Age. There 
were only believers present. There was 
perfect unity. No discord whatsoever. 


“And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place. And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as of 
a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as. the 
Spirit gave them utterance. And there 
were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, de- 
vout men, out of every nation under 
heaven. Now when this was noised 

road (R.V., And when this sound 

as heard), the multitude came to- 
gether, and were confounded, because 
that every man heard them speak in 
- his own language. Others mocking 
said, These men are full of new wine,” 
Acts 2:1-6, 13. 

Additional reading of this meeting 
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will disclose the fact that from this 
little group of about one hundred 
twenty the crowd gathered until out 
of the multitude three thousand were 
converted. What caused the crowd to 
gather? The Bible says when this was 
noised abroad, or when this sound was 
heard. Please get this clearly in mind 
that God was dealing with a group of 
His most faithful followers. The mock- 
ers said, “They are drunk.” Why did 
they act so? We simply say, “It is 
God’s way.” The mockers were there 
and have been on hand ever since, 
mocking at the workings of the Lord. 

Some might say, “That was all right 
for Bible times, but it is different now,” 
so we will give a little account of one 
of our more modern preachers, John 
Wesley. Quoting from the “Life of 
John Wesley” by Roland Watson, page 
92, “The extraordinary manner in 
which some persons were frequently 
affected under Mr. Wesley’s preach- 
ing, as well as that of his coadjutors, 
now created much discussion, and to 
some gave great offence. Some were 
seized with trembling, others sank 
down, and uttered loud and piercing 
cries: others fell into a kind of 
agony. In some instances, whilst 
prayer was offered for them, they rose 
up with a sudden change of feeling, 
testifying that they had redemption 
through the blood of Christ, even the 
forgiveness of sins according to the 
riches of His grace.” 

We could go more into detail and 
relate how many times Mr. Wesley’s 
meetings were broken up by angry 
mobs, and that he was persecuted in 
many ways. And so for the benefit of 
any who may feel that the way of the 
cross is too hard, we would like to re- 
mind you that others have been op- 
posed and persecuted much more than 
many of us have been. 

Quoting again from the same author 
of Mr. Wesley’s. life: “At Epworth 
(England) where his father had 
preached for forty years, he was not 
allowed the church, so went out on his 
father’s tomb and preached, June 6, 
1742.” 


The fact that Mr. Wesley was not 
allowed the use of the church shows 
that he was opposed by the clergy. 
This illustrates a fact that is very sad 


indeed, and that has been the same 
from the time of Jesus on down, and 
that is that the backslidden leaders 
of religion are the bitterest opponents 
of the truth. 

If time and space permitted, we 
could cite many more instances show- 
ing the works of the Lord; but we 
feel that we have given enough to 
convince any honest-hearted person 
that natural man’s idea of order and 
harmony is different from the Lord’s. 
We may not understand why people 
sometimes act as they do when God 
is dealing with them; but be assured 
of this, God’s way is best. May the 
children of the Lord be encouraged to 
press on and not be weary in well 
doing, for in due season we shall reap 
if we faint not, realizing that our God 
is able to carry us through every cir- 
cumstance that we may encounter. 
Amen.

Dear Evangel Readers: 

It is to the glory of God that I am 
writing this testimony, hoping that 
it will encourage someone who is suf- 
fering in body; also encourage some 
backslider to come back to God. 

About fifteen years ago I was saved 
and sanctified and lived a Christian 
life for about a year. But in time of 
temptation I gave up and went back 
in sin as others have done. The Spirit 
of God kept striving with me but I 
would not yield. Finally, after living 
in open rebellion against God and my 
conscience, about eight months ago 
God let me have a dream. I dreamed 
I was dying. Next morning I told my 
wife that I felt there was going to be 
curious sickness in our home; but still 
I would not return to God. 

About one week later I got up qne 


morning with an awful hurting in my 
chest and in a few days I began to 
cough and have fever, and hemor- 
rhage of my lungs set it. I began to 
spit up blood. I went to see a doctor 
and after examining me he said I had 
a chronic case of malaria fever and 
he gave me a supply of medicine to 
take. But I grew worse and got weak- 
er as my appetite was gone and I could 
eat but very little. Still I would not 
give over to God as the enemy of my 
soul had such a hold on me it seemed 
I could never get free again. Although 
the church would pray for me, it all 
seemed hopeless to me. 

Brother Joel Norris, pastor of the

me about my soul. Finally, after abou 
three more weeks of suffering and 
fighting demon powers, I got so weak 
I could not help myself. I had to be 
handled like a baby. At last the 
county nurse came to see me. They 
made arrangements to have an X-ray 
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made of my chest. My brother-in-law 
and one of my nephews took me up 
out of bed and carried me to the car 
and took me to town and the X-ray 
was made. The following is a copy of 
a letter written by Dr. R. D. Thomp- 
son, Superintendent and Medical Di- 
rector of the State Tuberculosis Sana- 
@ torium, P. O. Box 3513, Orlando, Fla.:

Dear Doctor Anderson: 
“Re: James Rollison, white male, 
age 45. 


“I have the application and X-ray 
of this patient’s chest. This flat plate 
shows a complete, extensive involve- 

ent of the entire left lung and a 
marked involvement of the upper half 
of the right lung, with some recent 
scattered infiltration into th2 vase of 
the right lung. 

“Doctor, it is my opinion that this 
is a far advanced, hopeless case of 
pulmonary tuberculosis for which the 
sanatorium has nothing to offer. In 


other words, he is beyond sanatorium 
care. I feel he will probably die with- 
in a very short time. 


“I am, therefore, returning the X- 
ray to you and the application to the 
Board of County Commissioners. 

“Very sincerely yours, 
(Signed) R. D. Thompson, M. D., 
Superintendent and Medical

sanatorium I told Brother Norris I 
believed I was going to die and he 
said, “Jimmie, you are dying now and 
it would be wrong for me to tell you 
that you are getting better for your 
soul is lost if you die like you are; and 
without God undertakes you can’t be 
here long.” He got down by my bed 
and prayed. He cried out to God for 
me and rebuked the demons in the 
name of Jesus.

Romans 
8:10-13, “And if Christ be in you, the 
body is dead because of sin; but the 
Spirit is life because of righteousness.
